The results of the 
hard day's work were highly satisfactory 
to all concerned.

The packers who are members ol the 


association put up their certified checks, 
and indorsed them to the directors of 
the association. This is the pledge that 
they will adhere to the schedule ol 
prices and pack according to the inspec- 
tor's orders. The penalty to be im- 
posed upon them for violations is $500 
for each car sold below regulation prices, 
or eold without the proper inspector's 
brand. The packers in submitting to 
the above rule for penaltiee waived, for 
the present, tho question whether the 80 
per cent is in or not. 


The total number of growers that 


have sinned the compact is 1340, and of 
these 502 haye paid their $2 for stock. 
The total acreage subscribed is w little 
above 46,000. The board of directors 
urge in the strongest possible terms all 
growers to come in, take stock, give the 
packing of their raisins to some firm in 
tho combine, and lend moral and mate- 
rial siippbrt to tho good work which has 
been don6 and which is still to be done. 
This is specially applicable to the grow- 
ers of Kings county.

submit the following resolutions: 


"Resolved, That permission be given 


to the packers to ship raisins to the or- 
der ot consignor, he paying freight, said 
raisins to bo sold to arrive on dock or 
from warehouse at not loss than the as- 
sociation f.o.b. prices, with 1J£ cents 
per pound added. These prices are to 
bo the same on both both boxes and 
bags. At points where the freight rate 
is higher than $1 per 100 pounds on 
MXOS, or f 1.20 on bags, the excess is to 
b» added to the above delivered prices. 


"Resolved, Whenever prices of rai- 


sins are advanced by resolution of the

Fish havo tlioir uses to Immunity 


over and abovo KOiTing aa food material 
or an unwilling caterers to tho fiport of 
thoflsherman. Although it may worn 
odd so to speak of them, 'they ofton arc 
as indispensable to a country plnco as a 
dog or u oat. H thnfc comitry pluoo hap- 
pens to ho ono that is supplied with 
running water, and this isnifiod -for or- 
nament in ponds or fountains, tiyo 
tbiugs iiro pretty sure to bothor tho own- 
er. One is tbo well known green scum 
which spreads over tho waters of ponds 
mid fountain basins. When its growth 
begins, tho plant is pretty. It starts from 
tho bottom as soon as tho sun gets high, 
in May or June, and fiends upward a 
delicate, graceful, wavy thread of vivid 
green. Until it roaches tbo surface it 
remains pretty, bnt onco tboro it spreads 
along and rota find is soon offensive in 
several ways. Tho other imifuuico from 
standing water, oven when It is ofton 
rcnpwod aud directly from tho springs, 
is mosquitoes. Tho wlftglcrs RTUW there. 
Tho remedy for both of thoso troubles is 
fish, and tho two kinds that will cure 
them happen to bo tho two moat desir- 
able for other reasons. Goldfish will 
kcop tho green Bcum from growing, mid 
yellow porch, or, as they are generally 
called, fimifiBh, will destroy tho mosqui- 
to wigglcrs. Tho Bunfisb ouo has to 
t-atch, but tho goldfish can bo bongbt, 
two for a quarter, in tbo fish mid bird 
stores of this city.—Now York Sun.
